Notes and Comments 


THE STRANGEST CITY IN THE WORLD—BRUNEI, BORNEO 
Built entirely over the water—once the headquarters of the Borneo pirates 


of the Dutch government. Brunei is a town 
of 10,000 inhabitants and lies within the ter- 
ritory of British Borneo. 

This remarkable city is the capital of the 
State of Brunei, Borneo. All the houses are 
built over the river Limbang, constructed on 
slender piles made from the Nibong palm, a 
wood that resists the action of water for 
many years. 

The inhabitants of Brunei are Malays, Ka- 
dayans, Orang-Buskits, and a few Muruts. 
They earn their living mostly by trading 
with other tribes in the interior of Sarawak 
and British North Borneo. Some of them 
are very skillful brass workers and Brunei 
women make very beautiful cloth, interwoven 
and embroidered with gold thread. Sago is 
grown in the valleys near by and a small quan- 
tity of rice is also raised there. In the early 
part of the nineteenth century Brunei was 
the headquarters of the famous Borneo Pi- 
rates, and a market for the slave trade. 

WE are pained to report the loss by deat 
of one Vice-President and two Members of the.

The Hon. Charles W. Fairbanks, LL.D.,who- 
was elected a Vice-President in 1915, was 
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called to his reward in Indianapolis, Ind., June 
4, 1918. 

Mr. Silas B. Brownell, who has given six 
years of faithful service as a Manager of the 
Society, died at his home in New York City, 
June 12, 1918. 

Mr. James W. Pearsall passed away at 
Ridgewood, N. J., June 23, 1918, after ten 
years of membership in the Board. Suitable 
memorial minutes regarding the lives and 
labors of these three loyal friends of the So- 
ciety will appear in the Recorp later in con- 
nection with the minutes of the Board of 
Managers. 

Tur world war has resulted in a broadening 
of vision and a liberality in religious matters 
that is most encouraging. One of our ex- 
changes, The Chronicle, in its June issue, points 
out one of the most far-reaching religious re- 
sults of the present war as follows: 

“Tt is interesting to note that there now are 
a number of Protestants serving as chaplains 
in the Italian army. Of these seven are Wal- 
densians and three are Methodists. The Wal- 
densian Church maintains seventeen reading 
rooms for soldiers. Until very recently the 
Y.M.C. A. was not allowed to do any work 
among Italian soldiers. This year the Y.M.C.A. 
has been given permission to undertake wel- 
fare work for the Italian army. Over 200,000 
copies of the New Testament have been dis- 
tributed by the Waldensian Church. This isa 
small edition, just the right size for the soldier’s 
pocket. The Waldensians are doing much 
work among war orphans and the refugees.” 


Amonc the occasional visitors at the Bible 
House in New York was the late Dr. Brack- 
enridge, one of the most energetic members of 
the Austin Bible Society of Texas. 

At a special meeting of the Society, June 30, 
1918, a number of resolutions relative to the 
life and labors of Dr. Brackenridge were un- 
animously adopted. We are glad to make 
room for one of the resolutions in part: 

‘‘WuereEas, It has pleased God to remove 
from his earthly labors our beloved brother, 
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Bible among all nationalities, taking the live- 
liest interest in such work among all our for- 
eigners.”’ 

In the Northwestern Christian Advocate of 
June 12th, Z. I. Davis describes as follows, a 
unique hand-written Bible,some particulars of 
which we are sure will be of interest to our 
readers: 

“Hugh Russell of Notre Dame de Grace 
now owns what is one of the most wonderful 
and unique books in the world. 

“It isa copy of the Bible written entirely in 
his own hand and, as now bound, strange to 
say, not larger in size than the old-style family 
Bible. It is beautifully written, too, bearing 
evidence in every word of an almost infinite 
patience and reverence, recalling the work of a 
medizval monk. It is certainly a wonderful 
piece of calligraphy. * * 

“Mr. Russell, who is a Presbyterian Scotch- 
man, began his work in 1894, and finished it 
November, 30, 1916. The work was done in 
odd moments of leisure, although more than 
half of it was done since the present war 
began. 

“Tt is written in what Mr. Russell himself 
calls ‘a peculiar handwriting, almost half 
printing.’ It is perfectly legible, and, says 
Mr. Russell without making any boast, ‘I 
would be willing, if I had the money, to offer 
$100 for every error or omission anyone could 
find in it.’ 

‘There are altogether 1,987 pages, the New 
Testament taking up 471 of these. There are 
double columns on each page. It was written 
in sections of twenty-four pages each.”’ 

THE experiences of a colporteur, if they 
could all be written down, would make a very 
attractive volume. Quite recently Mr. Her- 
bert S. Stoltz, for some months a colporteur 
in Rio de Janeiro, passed through the Bible 
House hoping, though not certain, that he 
could go to South America again. He had 
been in France, Belgium, Luxemburg, Hol-. 
land and other European countries a short. 
time before the war began and had the advan-

University the Bible Society, under the Rev. 
Mr. Jameson, appointed him inspector of col- 
porteurs, and he was also appointed president 
of the Y. M. C. A. in Madrid. It was at that 
time that Mr. Marcial-Dorado began a very 
successful religious campaign. He wrote for 
the newspapers and gave lectures throughout 
the country, and was prosecuted and menaced 
by the fanatic element. In 1904 he was ar- 
rested for preaching the gospel on the streets. 
He made his own defense in court, and was 
dismissed, after being complimented by the 
judge and the jury. 

This experience of his life made him inter- 
ested in law, and when the American Bible 
Society .called him to this country he was 
about to take his last examinations in order 
to become a lawyer. 

It might be interesting to know that Mr. 
Marcial-Dorado has been a contributor to 
some of the leading newspapers in Spain, such 
as El Liberal, El Pais, and El Heraldo, and 
only last year two of the best Spanish maga- 
zines, Nuestro Tiempo and Higia, published 
some of his articles. 

On account of his newspaper articles and 
his political campaigns he became well knowa 
in literary circles as well as in politics. In 
1910 he was appointed Superintendent of Edu- 
cation and General Welfare in the mining 
district of Centenillo, and under his admin- 
istration the social status of the miners was 
greatly improved, and the best public schools 
in the country were founded and developed. 

Mr. Marcial-Dorado is well known in Spain 
as a writer and orator, and also on account of 
his interest and efficient help in the religious 
development of the country. He has promi- 
nent friends among the higher classes in Spain, 
and has helped nobly the working classes in 
the country. He is especially well known and 
liked among the miners in the English districts. 

We believe the Society to be particularly 
favored in the coming of Dr, Marcial to its 
staff, and look forward with hope to his serv- 
ice in this Spanish-speaking field of great 
needs and opportunities.

HE report of the Rev. M. B. Porter is 

inspiring reading. It is clear, compre- 
hensive, and just bristling with facts. It is 
hoped that many who read this résumé will 
turn to the Annual Report and read it there 
in full. 

The year was one of hard work and great 
opportunities. Mr. Porter has been com- 
pelled to write of disappointments, but these 
have been borne with fortitude and tended 
only to spur to wiser and more economical use 
of the things that remained. 

One of the sweet compensations realized 
was the co-operation of many persons who 
helped spread the Seed, not for pay, but for 
love of Christ and his Word. 

We cull a few salient features from his nar- 
rative: 


In the work and life of an Agency of this 
kind there must be, necessarily, much same- 
ness in all the experiences had and labor done. 
And yet each year has some outstanding char- 
acteristic which might be used as the name for 
that particular year. With this thought in 
mind 1917 might be called “‘ The Year of Hard 
Work’’—and consequently the year of great 
opportunity. For inthe work of the kingdom 
the Master often illustrates in the lives of his 
people the truth of his Word that “through 
much tribulation ’’ this kingdom is to be en- 
tered and possessed. 


Readjustment and Retrenchment 

At the beginning of the year there were two 
chief reasons for this. The first and less im- 
portant was the fact that war conditions had 
so accentuated certain phases of our work that 
a readjustment of plans and forces was neces- 
sary. The second and principal was the re- 
duced appropriation for the year. This af- 
fected most seriously the force employed in 
the actual distribution of the Scriptures. 
Serious retrenchment was compelled. We 
were forced to abandon almost entirely a sal- 
ary basis of compensation for work done. 
The commission on sales which we could offer 
was not sufficient, especially in view of war 
prices, to justify one in giving his whole time 
to our work. These conditions have resulted 
in a greatly reduced force of regular workers 
and in the loss of many of the trained and 
more successful colporteurs. In the work of 
distribution, therefore, we have had to be con- 
tent with the services, for the most part, of 
those who could give only a portion of their 


time. These helpers, with rare exceptions 
have done valiant service, laboring more fo! 
the love of the cause they served than for the 
material compensation they were to receive. 


Tabulated Facts 

Persons employed in Bible distribution, 46; 
days of labor reported, 5,278; miles traveled, 
15,675; families visited, 17,265; families found 
without Bibles, 1,381; families found without 
Bibles supplied, 1,104; individuals without 
Bibles supplied, 1,250; Sunday schools sup- 
plied, 50; prisons, etc., supplied, 25.

No one regrets more 
decrease of 32,238 volumes in distribution as 


compared with 1916. In fact, he is conscious 
of a somewhat depressing disappointment. 
But there are several reasons for this decrease, 
all of them due to causes and conditions be- 
yond the control of those who have charge of 
the work of the Bible Society in its world-wide 
scope. 

First, of course, were the change of meth- 
ods and the reduction in the number of work- 
ers, as noted above. 

Second, the inability of the Home Office 
to fill promptly and fully the orders for books. 

Third, the embargoes on freight and the 
generally congested transportation condi- 
tions. Frem four to six weeks would often 
elapse from the time an order was received 
here to the time the books were received by 
the worker. 


Work among ‘‘Our Boys” é 

We have had, however, the privilege of 
doing much to provide our soldier boys with 
copies of God’s truth, although our work has 
been mostly on the ‘‘outside”’ of the camps, 
so to speak. In this particular work we have 
had the help of many men and women thor- 
oughly consecrated to God’s service. In every 
instance they have served without charge to 
the Society. % 
Miss P——, who has been doing work in 
one of the important cities where thousands 
of soldiers are gathered, writes as follows: 
I was happy to receive the three hundred 
Gospels, and daily I give them to soldiers on 
the streets and on the cars. They receive 
them with thanks, anda smile of appreciation. 
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“hey are pleased with the colors, which match 
he blue and the khaki of their suits. * * * 
went to the——Hospital yesterday where I 
listributed many of these booklets, which were 
rratefully received by themen. * * * Sun- 
lay afternoon I went to —— Barracks, taking 
with me as many books as I could carry. I 


seen distributed. Men said that they did not 
aave them and: seemed eager to receive cop- 
es. Mr. C——, who does work among the 
soldiers in this city, told me that he could use 
ifty thousand copies of Testaments, so great 
s the need. Our streets are more and more 
illed with soldiers and there is no doubt that 
hey gladly receive these books.”’ 

Dr. W is a busy pastor in one of the 
zateway cities of our Agency. Along with 
us many other duties he has undertaken to 
supply the men in khaki and blue with the 
Nord of God. The following items are taken 
trom letters received from him: 

“Very much obliged for sending those five 
aundred Testaments. We are finding splendid 
ase for them, and they are being taken, each 
on the promise to be read, each boy giving 
dis name and address, when received by 


Later, he writes: “‘I received the five hun- 
ed Testaments all O. K. and often wish you 
ould be with me distributing them. I gave 
one hundred and eleven to men on one ship 
ound for the front a few days ago, each man 
of course promising tobe a Bible reader. On 
another ship the other day we distributed one 
hundred and forty-six; and so they go, not 
only scores from the church but hundreds with 
the last touch from America. I will send you 
an order for another five hundred Testaments 
within a few weeks.”’ 


Mr. Swann in Cotton-mill Towns 


Mr. Swann has been one of the few work- 
ers that we have had during the entire year. 

““My work has been principally in a num- 
ber of cotton-mill towns in South Carolina. 
As God helped me I talked to many individu- 
als in a personal way about their spiritual 
welfare. 

— “T could tell of many instances of this na- 
ture, but a few will suffice. 

“Tn a home there lived a man, his wife and 
sister, not one of whom could read. They did 
not need the Bible because they could not read 
it, 1 was told. ‘But others can read it to you,’ 
I said; so with their consent I read and they 
showed deep interest and emotion. If I re- 
member correctly, the sister said to the other 
woman, ‘.We need that book,’ and the wife 
said to her husband, ‘Please buy the Bible.’ 
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He said, ‘We all need it, I will buy it.’ Again 
another day I read to them, and I had assur- 
ances from them that made me believe they 
were truly in earnest in their desire to lead a 
Christian life. 


Light in Dark Places 


“A bleak and cold winter evening, I was 
approaching a dilapidated dwelling. Nearthe 
door where once there had been a heap of 
coal there remained a few remnants half 
buried in the earth. A woman who had but 
one hand was carefully scratching them up, 
placing them in a tin bucket. As Iraised my 
hat I said to her, ‘Would you like to buy a 
Bible?’ ‘Mister,’ she answered, ‘we have 
never had a Bible in ourhome. My husband 
used to make good money, and while we had 
plenty we thought more of earthly things 
than of heavenly. But my husband has been 
sick and helpless for many months, and now 
we have come to want.’ She added in a chok- 
ing voice, ‘We need the Bible, too, but I have 
no money to buy it.’ ‘But God knew your 
need before you did—and here it is,’ I said, 
handing her the book. With a blessing on 
her lips for me she hastened indoors. I turned 
to go, but not before I heard her say in a soft 
voice to the sick man, ‘See what a man gave 
me; it’s the Bible.’ 

“Then I go on and come to a sick man who 
has rheumatism, and he too sits in a wheel 
chair. He has been blind eight years and has 
not walked in many more. He would like to 
hear the Bible read, but the one in the home 
is much torn and many leaves are missing. 
The Society, then, through its colporteur, 
gives him another Bible. I sit with him for 
quite awhile and several chapters have been 
read. AsI arise to go he says, ‘You have 
helped me; I can now understand why the 
Lord has afflicted me. When I could walk 
I did not follow in the footsteps of ny Lord, 
and when I could see I did not read his Word. 
This world is now shut out from my sight 
that I may so live as to see heaven here- 


after.’ 


Inasmuch 


“Tn another place I had given a little deaf 
and dumb girl several of the small books of 
Scriptures. She and the mother sat together 
reading, the child’s arm resting on the moth- 
er’s shoulder, the mother following the lines 
they were reading with her finger, occasion- 
ally making comments by the use of the dumb 
alphabet. Presently the child looked at me 
and then made signs to the mother. The 
mother said, ‘She says, ‘‘ Thank you for the 
baby book!””’ It was a beautiful picture, the 
mother and the little mute child reading the 
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Word together. ‘And they that have not 
heard shall understand.’ 

‘A shoemaker who was very deaf, and who 
was considered to be a man of no religious 
convictions, said to me, I do not go to church; 
I could not hear anything if I should go, but 
I will buy that Bible and read it at home.’ 
The Saviour was knocking at the door of 
this man’s heart, I thought—will he let him 
in? 

Service in Two Wars 

““A Confederate soldier had one of the 
Society’s Testaments; he was killed and the 
book was sent home. He had marked many 
places in the book ashe read it. Anold lady 
in whose possession the Testament had re- 
mained for more than half a century said to 
me, ‘A young man was leaving us the other 
day to enlist in the Army. He was not a 
Christian and I thought the little book, par- 
ticularly as he knew its history, would be the 
best to give him. Poor fellow! he was visi- 
bly affected and promised to keep the book 
and read it, and I believe he will.’ 

“* And now, after more than fifty years, this 
little Testament is in the hands of another 
soldier preparing for battle. What will the 
sequel be? 

““A lady in writing to me said,‘I often 
think of the good work you are doing and I 
pray the dear, good Lord will say, ‘‘ He hath 
done what he could.’’’ And further on, she 
said, ‘Every day at twelve I will ask that your 
work may be blessed and do good always.’ 
That, too, is my prayer for every worker and 
member of the Bible Society.”’ 


Mr. C. H. Fort 


We had the services of this brother for a 
few months during the year, and while he was 
with us he did faithful service. From a brief 
report he makes we take the following: 

“Practically all of the people in this part of 
the country are interested in religious work 
(in fact, more so than in other sections I have 
visited). Parents show a desire to purchase 
Bibles and Testaments to give to their chil- 
dren and I am welcomed in every home to 
which I go, whether they wish to secure a 
Bible or not. I call on the rich and the poor, 
but the latter seem to be more interested in 
the Scriptures than the former. I am not say- 
ing they are more religious. Maybe they are 
not occupied with so many things and have 
more time to devote to their spiritual wel- 
fare. 

“There seems to be an earnest desire 
among the people here for the Scriptures. 
Nearly every family has either a Bible or a 
Testament. There is alarge number of people 
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moving here from the mountains since there 
has been such an enlargement of industrial 
conditions in this community. I find that 
they are very often without religious books, 
but are eager to secure them. 

‘“T do not find it necessary to give many 
Bibles or Testaments, as‘ financial conditions 
are so good that practically all seem to be able 
to pay for them. Sometimes the price is re- 
duced, however, so as to supply a case of 
worthy need. Both young and old seem inter- 
ested when I open my grip of Bibles and Tes- 
taments in their homes, and I usually sell in 
all of these homes if they are in need of Scrip- 
tures.”’ 


Rev. G. W. Fitzwater 


Mr. Fitzwater, who for many years had la- 
bored as a salaried colporteur, had to be put 
on acommission basis. He has done good 
service and we take the following incidents 
from the report which he makes of his activi- 
ties during the year: 

‘“In making my report for the year 1917 the 
thing that strikes me is the small number of 
volumes I have been able to distribute as com- 
pared with the distribution of former years. 
The high cost of living is often given as a rea- 
son for not purchasing copies of the Bible. I 
think, too, that what has been accomplished 
in the way of Bible distribution in this state 
has something to do with the small distribu- 
tion during the year. 

“One of the special things I have tried to 
do was to supply the young men who had 
been drafted, with copies of the Truth. It has 
been gratifying to see how readily these books 
have been received and the appreciation shown 
by the young men.”’ 


The Secretary’s Activities 


To recount these in detail would be but to 
repeat a more than “‘twice told tale.’’ Con- 
sequently there would be occasion for dull- 
ness. Suffice it to say that he has given of 
his best thought and efforts to the many du- 
ties of this, the busiest year so far, in the his- 
tory of the Agency.

Like 
tthe majority of the Home Agencies there was 
ga reduced field force and a decline in the circu- 
llation, which amounts to 18,431 volumes. 
Mr. Mell stressed the war work and was 
gabundant in labors, addressing an unprece- 
tcdented number of religious bodies and gath- 
cerings of ministers. 


The General Survey 
Our hearts have been gladdened by the in- 
<creased eagerness for the WordofGod. This 


has been everywhere emphasized, both among 
soldiers and civilians, American-speaking and 
foreign people. Our appeal in camp and 
school, on pulpit and platform, and among the 
poor and well-to-do, has been better received 
this year than ever before. This is also re- 
ported by practically all of our colporteurs, 
correspondents, and voluntary workers. In 
the world storm the Scriptures become a sheet 
anchor to humanity, a haven of rest. 

As Agency Secretary we have been more in 
the field this year than in any previous year. 
We have traveled 15,000 miles, have delivered 
280 addresses, in all the states of the Agency. 
Ninety of these have been before conferences, 
synods, councils, and special groups of minis- 
ters and mission workers. 


, ¢ Scriptures for Soldiers 


Our chief concern has been the national task —

Scriptures. 
Co-operation 


The Church Federation of California circu- 
larized the ministers of the Coast, urging 
hearty co-operation of the churches. The 
church officials, many pastors of all denomi- 
nations, superintendents of Sunday schools, 
leaders of young people’s organizations, indi- 
viduals—all gave enthusiastic co-operation. 


Special Assistance 

Earle A. Rowell gave splendid assistance 
to the Secretary in the collection of funds, 
holding of public meetings, and especially in 
the management of the late campaign for 
Scriptures in Portland, Ore. 

Space can be given for only a few out of 
the many responses which were received to 
the appeal for funds: 

‘““T inclose in this letter money order of $1 
to pay for Testaments for 
the dear soldiers. I am a 
widow of a veteran of the 
Civil War. My prayers go 
with this money and with 
every dear soldier, that he 
may be saved.”’ 

A letter from Bishop Wm. 
Taylor’s son, E. K. Taylor, 
attorney-at-law, reads as fol- 
lows: 

“When Harry Lauder, 
concert hall singer and en- 
tertainer, goes to the trench- 
es to read the Bible to ap- 
preciative soldiers there 
must be a demand which we 
should help supply. I in- 
close payment for one hundred New Testa- 
ments to be forwarded under the direction of 
your Society.”’ 

Another sent jewelry —a writing desk, beau- 
tifully inlaid with mother-of-pearl, containing 
a set of gold-mounted cameos, a gold ring, 
with other small pieces of jewelry. These 
were sold for $13.60. She wrote: 

We have been called to lay away our own 
dear boy, who had enlisted a month ago. We 
are now passing through a second sorrow, 
caused by our oldest son’s accident, Saturday, 
in which he received a fracture of his leg.”’ 

A second letter was received, inclosing $20 
from the same mother, with $5 from the lad 
who had his leg broken, but who is now on 
the full road to recovery. 


Jewish Colporteurs 
Mr. and Mrs. Greenbaum have given splen- 
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did service and completed a remarkable year 
of colportage work. ‘They have sold, for the 
year: Bibles, 1,161; Testaments, 4,736; por- 
tions, 8,822—a total of 14,919, with a value of 
$1,965. 

Procuring a cheap, second-hand auto, Mr. 
Greenbaum has traveled far and wide in the 
interests of his work. He writes as fol- 
lows: 

““T had an interesting experience with two 
Italians—made their acquaintance on the road, 
when they were having lunch at their noon 
hour. Had a heart-to-heart talk with them. 
Supplied both with a New Testament. They 
invited me tocometotheirhome. There I met 
their folks. In one home was a young man who 
took a definite stand for Christ.”’ 


Experiences 


In one month’s report came the following: 

‘““T have met an American Indian who was 
very much interested in the Hebrew Old Tes- 
tament, and it was some surprise to me to 
find an Indian with such knowledge of the 
Scripture. .He told me that he has helped to 
translate the Bible into the dialect of his tribe 
on the Mexican border. 

““We have several big laundries in Los 
Angeles, and last week I went through four 
of the leading ones. There I met four or five 
different nationalities. In one of the big laun- 
dries I met an Italian, the most earnest Chris- 
tian man I ever met, and at the noon hour he 
helped me to distribute Testaments and Gos- 
pels among the foreign-speaking people there. 
I was wonderfully blessed.’’ 


Hebrews 


The Jews have been stirred to a new in- 
terest in the sacred Scriptures. They have 
been more accessible to colportage work and 
numbers have come to our Bible headquarters 
and purchased the Old and New Testaments. 
The capture of Jerusalem has caused many of 
the Jews to look up the prophecies, especially 
concerning that city. We rejoice more than 
we can tell in this indication of the Jews’ re- 
newed interest in the Old Testament. 


Voluntary Workers 


Miss Grace Nichols, of San Francisco, has 
been in close touch with the leading Jews of 
this city and has done a splendid work in call- 
ing their attention to the Word of God. Her 
mother has been procuring Gospels and New 
Testaments and sending them, at her own 
expense, as personal gifts to those people. 
She has distributed 2,100 Scriptures. 

Mrs. Brewer and Mrs. Ryder have done 
splendid work as correspondents, especially 
among the Jews of San Francisco. 
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In the Northwest 


The Rev. and Mrs. U. G. Murphy, of Seattle, 
report as follows: 

“During the past year our sales have been 
heavier than the year before; especially has 
there been a notable increase in the demand 
for the better books and for foreign lan- 
guages.’’ 

Mr. Murphy has visited a great number of 
Japanese camps during the year, not only in 
the state of Washington, but as far east as 
South Dakota. 

“The services in the Japanese camps are 
well attended, often the entire camp being 
present, and the interest is very good. 

“In this section there has been a notable 
increase in the call for Italian and Russian, as 
well as the Scandinavian languages. The call 
for a small pocket Bible with a little con- 
cordance is increasing.”’ 


Among the Japanese 


The Dendo Dan has been active in both 
press and agencies in the circulation of the 
Scriptures. 

The Rev. M. Kobayashi, secretary of this 
Japanese interdenominational missionary so- 
ciety, has been very active in helping to see 
the Japanese supplied with the Word of 
God. 

The Dendo Dan has sold and distributed 
91 Bibles and 928 Testaments, with a value 
of $207.33, during the year. 


Hindus 


The work among the Hindus has been in 
the last few years increasingly difficult, ow- 
ing to the active propaganda of the revolu- 
tionists. Fear and suspicion of our colpor- 
teurs and missionaries as ‘‘English spies” 
have made the work slow and less fruitful. 

The Rev. John Forman, of the Presbyterian 
Church, a returned missionary from India who 
came to America on furlough, spent four 
months in active work among these strangers 
in our midst. 

In the Rev. Forman’s report published in the 
Far West Presbyterian, he writes, in part: 

‘““These people come here from the Punjab, 
the Land of the Five Rivers, up in the north of 
India. They are delighted to find an American 
who can speak their language. 

“I was at a camp of Hindus when the men 
were coming in from their day’s work. I 
spoke to a new arrival in Hindustani and he 
was astonished. ‘Why,’ said the Punjabi, ‘I 
thought he was a white man.” ‘He is a 
white man,’ said another, ‘but he knows our 
language.’ es i —— 

“The need of the Punjabi. men is very 
great. Their own religions are unable to 
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1elp them. The saloon keeper is kind and 
cordial. He gives them a warm welcome.” 
Mr. Forman has urged upon the churches 
their co-operation in reaching these Aryan 
srothers, and has specially recommended that 
hey procure the Gospels, where they are not 
uready provided, from our Bible Society. 


Loggers’ Sky Pilot 

Fred W. Davis, minister to the loggers and 
cailroad men, miners, millmen, and shipbuild- 
sts, has continued to do splendid personal 
ork in supplying Gospels to these men. 
Some fruit from his sowing returns a hundred- 
cold. The following letter from a custom- 
1ouse officer shows results: 
““T have read with pleasure the Gospel of 
t. John that you so kindly gave me. There 
«s much knowledge and wisdom therein for 
the hungering soul which has an entirely dif- 
cerent meaning when read by one actually 
seeking the light. It was indeed a bright 
spot in my sin-blackened life to have met you, 
nd the manner of that meeting certainly 
3eemed providential. Why you should have 
caken a notion to have come back through the 
train just at that time, and why another brother 
should have been reading his Bible just across 
the hall, are circumstances that certainly look 
to me like the hand of God.”’ 


United States Transports 
Mrs. M. Goldthwaite, Salvation Army work- 
st, has been particularly active in the distri- 
bution of Gospels aboard United States trans- 


ports. 
Scriptures for Alaska 


Through the Rey. J. L. Hughes, 400 Bibles, 
Testaments, and portions in Greek, Italian, 
Swedish, Norwegian, Croatian, Russian, Eng- 
lish, and French, have been sent to Matunus- 
ka, Alaska, to be distributed through this val- 
ley to railroad men of the new government 
railroads in this section. 


Among the Seamen 

Oscar S. Zimmerman sends the following 
report: 

“The work among the seamen, both here 
at San Francisco and at San Pedro, has been 
encouraging. The war has had little effect 
upon it. In some cases, vessels arriving prior 
to the war have discontinued, and the work 
would be greatly hampered were it not fora 
‘arge increase in vessels which now are using 
-he Panama Canal instead of the Suez Canal. 
“The receptions among the foreign crews 
ere splendid. On several occasions special 
lelp was given us by captains. One captain 
yathered his whole crew into the ship’s dining 
“oom, presided over the meeting and intro- 
juced the speaker. 
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““ Souls have been saved every month. Con- 
stantly men are met who are very eager for 
the printed page. 

“A young wireless operator was won for 
the Lord through the reading of the books 
left with him, although there was much to 
hinder. On the same vessel a ship’s doctor 
gladly received the Scriptures in his own lan- 
guage and became a Christian, leaving Bud- 
dhism behind. A young English fellow gladly 
received -the Scriptures, and memory of the 
old Christian home and his present hopeless 
condition made him see his need, and he came 
back to Christ.’’ 


A Jitney Driver 

Among our correspondents is a jitney driver 
who has been indefatigable in reaching all 
classes. He writes: 

“T have found a great need of the Bible 
among workingmen. 

“Among 2,300 men fed at the mission I 
found only three Bibles. Do you wonder why 
there are so many I. W. W.’s, living as they 
do in the atmosphere of swearing and profan- 
ity? It is enough to ruin any man. But in 
their hearts I find that these men are hungry 
for the Word of God.”’ 


A Wanderer for the Word 

Thomas A. Judd, an independent and self- 
supporting missionary, has kept on the road 
during another year. He has traveled from 
southern California to northern Washington 
and Oregon and far into Nevada. Much of the 
journey has been made on foot, pushing a lit- 
tle cart in which he carried his precious cargo 
of Scriptures. 

Although sixty-six years of age he has slept 
outdoors, in barns, in the open fields, under 
bridges, and often gone without meals— 
“counting it all joy for Christ’s sake.’’ 

Mr. Judd has also painted over 500 signs of 
Scripture texts. He does this on fences, on 
rocks, and along byways. 

Our last report from Mr. Judd saddened 
our hearts, to know that his arm had been 
broken and he was laid up in the hospital at 
Ukiah, Cal.; but his spirit is still unbroken. 
He yet hopes to continue in the service of the 
King. 

Conclusion 

We close our report of the year’s work with 
gratitude for all God has done with the re- 
sources at his command. The Word of God 
meets the world’s deepest religious need. Its 
revelation in Jesus Christ is complete, satis- 
fying, supreme, and, we believe, final. The 
task of making that revelation known and 
working out its lessons in the practical life of 
struggling humanity is worthy of one’s best 


efforts and unswerving faithfulness. 
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Brazil 


HE Rev. H. C. Tucker returned to his 

field in March, 1917, after some months 
spent in the States helping in our Centennial 
Celebration. There was a most gratifying 
increase of 7,373 volumes in the circulation 
for the year. The relation of the United 
States to the South American republics is 
greatly stimulating the development of demo- 
cratic ideals, and the growth of evangelical 
Christianity and the spread of missionary ac- 
tivities have united to promote an increased 
demand for the Holy Scriptures. There is a 
greater friendliness to our colporteurs and 
they have readier access to the people. Mr. 
Tucker makes out a convincing case for a 
Bible House at Rio de Janeiro. What finer 
monument or better use of money than to build 
a House for the Bible in the very heart of 
Brazil? 


On returning from New York, the first 
voice heard on the coast of Brazil was a plea 
for larger supplies of Scriptures. The de- 
mands have increased with the passing months. 
Our colporteurs have found easier access to 
the people than ever before and there isa 
growing spirit of friendliness toward their 
work. 

A number of our correspondents and their 
helpers have asked for larger supplies because 
of the evident awakening interest and the 
readiness with which they can sell the Scrip- 
tures. Some of the missionaries have asked 
that arrangements be made to have Bibles on 
sale at public places in several of the large 
centers of business and travel. Merchants 
dealing in books and stationery have inquired 
as to terms on which we could deposit Scrip- 
tures with them for sale. A number of per- 
sons have bought small supplies to furnish 
inquiring friends. The situation is exceed- 
ingly interesting and provokes inquiry as to 
what has brought about the changed attitude 
and interest of the people toward the buying 
and reading of the Bible. 

The world war and Brazil’s attitude toward 
the United States’ participation in the strug- 
gle are elements that must be considered in 
an attempt to understand the present growing 
demand for the Bible throughout the coun- 
try. 

The presence of the American fleet in Bra- 
zilian waters soon after the United States en- 
tered the war, and Brazil’s ready decision to 


ally herself with the position taken by th 
States, have been felt throughout the country 
The papers have published and commented o1 
the complimentary things that have appearec 
on the subject in the press abroad, especially 
from Great Britain, France, the United States 
and Italy; these have been widely read ant 
discussed by the people. 

The continued growth and spread of the 
evangelical churches and missionary activitie: 
throughout the country is constantly creating 
a larger demand for Scriptures for private 
and public use in Sunday schools, Bible 
Classes, and regular services of worship. 


Our Correspondents 


It is of interest to note that we have hac 
during the year 98 correspondents engagec 
in the work of Scriptures distribution. The 
annual statement concerning workers show: 
that 47 were ordained; 48 are foreigners anc 
50 natives. Four evangelical bookstore; 
were centers of supplies and made special ef 
forts to sell the Scriptures. Our correspond 
ents were widely scattered over the territory 
covered by the Agency. A number of these 
men have devoted almost their entire time t« 
the work and in a sense should be considere¢ 
regular colporteurs. 


Our Colporteurs 


In view of the very largely reduced appro 
priation to this Agency, it has become neces 
sary to reduce the number of regular colpor 
teurs; there were only 6 at the beginning o 
the year and we close now with 5; one of thes 
has spent the entire year in the important cit; 
of Sao Paulo, and another in the federal district 
Rio de Janeiro. Two have covered as mucl 
territory as possible in the district which em 
braces the states of Parana, SAo Paulo, an 
parts of the Minas Geraes and Rio de Janeiro 
Two others have devoted their time to th 
northern district embracing the group o 
states from Alagoas to Maranhao. 


The Bible Store 


The Bible store, open every working day o 
the year on a much frequented street in th 
center of the business part of the federal cap: 
tal of the republic, has continued to be an im 
portant factor in the advertisement and sal 
of the Bible. The Bible Society should b 
all means own property for a Bible House ¢ 
Rio de Janeiro. 

Ihave never known such a manifestly gem 


_ ine desire upon the part of thoughtful Brazi 
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jians for a closer relationship between this re- 
public and the United States. A Bible House 
in Rio would at this time become a powerful 
factor in cementing the friendship of the two 
mations and directing attention to the funda- 
‘mental principles of the civilization of North 
‘America, namely, an open Bible—the right, 
privilege, and duty of every individual to read 
for himself the Word of God. 

The sum of $50,000 will secure a building 
in a convenient and central location. I hope 
this report and statement may help to urge the 
need and importance of the appeal.

HE second stated meeting of the Board 

of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety in its one hundred and third year was 
held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 
York, Thursday, June 6, 1918, at 3.30 p.m., 
President James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rey. J. B. Remensnyder, D.D., who read the 
ninety-seventh Psalm, after which he offered 
prayer. 

The President announced the recent death 
of the Hon. Charles W. Fairbanks, a Vice- 
President of the American Bible Society, and 
appointed as a committee to draft a memorial 
minute, Mr. Mornay Williams, Mr. Winthrop 
M. Tuttle, and the Rev. William I. Haven, 
D.D. 

The minutes of the first meeting of the 
Board of Managers were read and approved. 


The President announced the receipt of a . 


letter (addressed to the Board of Managers) 
from the Rev. John Fox, D.D., LL.D., offer- 
ing his resignation as Corresponding Secretary. 
The letter was read and referred to the Com- 
‘mittee of General Reference for immediate 
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ceded by those competent to judge that the 
translation is far superior in point of fidelity 
to the originals than either of the other two 
versions in common use. An edition with 
references for the use of preachers and Bible 
students, now being prepared by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, is eagerly desired.
